This firm acts as County Counsel for the County of Trinity. Please accept this as the County’s 
response to the above-referenced Public Records Act request, received on July 15, 2019. Below 
is a list of your requests and a response to each of those requests. 

Request #1 : “In accordance with California Penal Code §832.7(b)(1), as amended by SB 142!, I 
am requesting all ‘Brady lists,’ ‘Giglio lists,’ ‘potential impeachment disclosure lists,’ or any 
similar compiled records or lists of records of the type set forth in California Penal Code 
§832.7(b)(1) (C). That is, ‘any record relating to an incident in which a sustained finding was 
made by any law enforcement agency or oversight agency of dishonesty by a peace officer or 
custodial officer directly relating to the reporting, investigation, or prosecution of a crime, or 
directly relating to the reporting of, or investigation or misconduct by, another peace officer or 
custodial officer, including, but not limited to, any sustained finding of perjury, false statements, 
filing false reports, destruction, falsifying, or concealing of evidence’....In particular, the records 
I am seeking would provide a list of law enforcement officers in your jurisdiction whose 
involvement in a criminal proceeding would have to be disclosed as potentially exculpatory 
evidence in accordance with Brady v. Maryland, 373 U.S. 83 (1963) and Giglio v. United States, 
450 U.S. 150 (1972). 1 am making this request for both sworn employees and non-swom 
employees....The time limit of this request is the previous 10 years, or to the maximum extent 
possible under your agency’s records retention schedule if less than 10 years....” 
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Response #1 : After a diligent search and reasonable inquiry, the Trinity County District 
Attorney’s Office did not identify any documents in its possession, custody or control that were 
responsive to your request.
